INCESSANT HAND-TO-HAND 
STRUGGLE FOR SUPREMACY 


Russians Defend Themselves Against 
Surprise in the Darkness by Encir- 
cling Bivonac With Wires Heavily 
Charged With Electricity. 


GEN. KUROKI'S HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE FIELD, MONDAY, Sept. 5, via -.1N 
SIN, Sept. 13.—The battle of Liaoyang 
was concluded this morning, enaing almost 
seven days of continuous struggling. Gen. 
Kuropatkin was defeated, but after hold- 
ing his ground for four days, he effected a 
masterly retirement along thie railroad, 
probably with his army almost intact and 
taking away the bodice of half of his men 
who were killed in action. 

The part that the Japanese force under 
command of Gen. Kuroki played in the 
conflict. was remarkable. From the 2th 
io the 90th of August, when he effected a 
junction with the other Japanese armies 
around Liaoyang, be advanced night and 


ing the enemy before him. He then made a 
rapid change of base from Anping to a 
point on the eastern side of the railroad 
with his left wing ten miles north of Liao- 
yang. thus leaving a wide gap between 
his troops and the main body of the Japan- 
eee, The purpose of Gen. Kuroki was to 
cut the railroad which was Gen. Kuropat- 
kin’s only possible avenue of retreat, and 
attempt a surrounding movement. 

On the night of Sept. 2. Kuroki's force 


reached osition two or three miles from 
the rail with the right division ready to 
strike, Gen. Kuropatkin was able to 
send a rior force against him and held 
him at while the Ruseian army made 
good i treat.

tries.

Two packs of bloodhounds are assisting 
the posse#. One pack near Columbus Junc- 
tion struck a trail three hours after it was 
made by the robbers. A message just re- 
ceived from the posse states that the 
hounds are following the trail and going 
in the direction of the delta upon the Mis- 
sissippl. 
There are more than 100 men in the 
regular organized party, and twice that 
many more are searching separately with 
more or less diligence. 
The robbers are supposed to have left 
the line of the railroad near Letts, toward 
which place they started on the locomotive 
of the train which they had robbed. 
The passengers were not molested. None 
of the trainmen showed fight and no one 
was hurt. 
The train was one which left Chicago at 
6:05 last night It was due to pass Letts 
shortly before 1 o’clock. 
At 12:30 o'clock is was passing upon 
a sharp curve @ few miles east of Letts, 
when the engineer stopped in answer to a 
alignal. 
Five men covered the engineer, fireman, 
express messenger and conductor with re- 
volvers, uncoupled the engine from the 
rest of the train, entered the express car 
and blew opem the safe. 
They took the contents of the strong box 
and ran to the engine, on which they at 
once started rapidly toward Letts. 
The railroad officials stated at first that 
nothing of value was taken from the safe. 
later today, however, it was said that the 
robbers seoured between $10,000 and $20,000 
worth of booty. 

Some of this, it ie said, was in coin,. but 
the greater part was in currency and 
easily carried. 

There was no way in which the trainmmen 
could pursue the robbers or get word ahead 
of them. By the time the conductor could 
walk to the nearest telegraph office, the 
robbers had at least an hour’s start. 

The railroad officials began the pursuit 
with remarkable quickness. The news of 
the robbery reached them at 2 o'clock. At 
2:30 a special] train from Muscatine, with 2% 
armed men, started its run to the scene 
of the robbery. A second special train with 
eight men left West Liberty a few minutes 
later, and before 3 o'clock a third special 
was on its way from Davenport. 

Officials of Scott, Muscatine, Louisa and 
Des Moines Counties were at once notified 
and word was also sent to the sheriff of 
Mercer and Rock Island Cotnties, [Il., 
which are just across the Mississippi 
river. 

Latest information from the scene of the 
chase is that the robbers are headed to- 
ward the Mississippi, with the evident 
purpose of escaping into [linols. 

The search is being conducted with es- 
pecial vigor in the neighborhood of Colum- 
bus Junction, near which place the robbers 
deserted their stolen engine and ieft the 
railroad. 

The engineer and fireman of the train 
furnished pretty accurate descriptions of 
three of the men. 

The officials seem to be of opinion that 
the robbers, when they left the engine 
two miles east of Columbus Junction, in- 
stead of going into that place, where the 
robbery had already been reported by wire 
from Fruitland, started off to the east into 
the marsh country lying between iné Iowa 
and the Mississippi rivers, where the Iowa 
forms a delta and where the country is 
overgrown with stunted timber. 

Believing they will keep to the cover for 
the time being, the officers directing the 
search have arranged to keep @ sharp look- 
out along the Mississippi and Iowa rivers, 
and at Wapello, Keithsburg and other 
points where they might come out of the 
swamp country. 

The robbery occurred at a place known 
as Whisky Hollow, about four miles out 
of Muscatine, and near Fruitland. : 
The robbery was at the end of a sharp 
curve and exactly where a similar holdup 
wax engineered two years 4g0 by the 
Chicago car barn bandits. 

The engineer, as the train rounded the 
curve, saw a red lantern on the track and 
Immediately stopped the train. Immediate- 
ly the engine, express car and baggage 
cars and boarded by the robbers, ap- 
parently five in number, 

A fusillade of shots was fired along the 
sides of the train to prevent interference by 
the passengers. The messenger of the cx- 
press car was compelled to open the door. 
The car safe was dynamited and the con- 
tents taken, after which the train crew 
was compelled to return to the passenger 
coaches, the engine cut off, and, tie rob- 
bers mounting it, ran it west through Letts 
and to within two miles of Columbus June- 
tion, where the engine was left standing on 
the track. 

The manner in which the robbers handled 
the engine, their knowledge of the fact that 
Letts was a closed station at night. and

It was shortly after 2 o’olock when the 
alarm was given. Owing to the danger of 
the fire in such a crowded section police re- 
serves from three precincts were hurried to 
the scene. Within the few moments that 
had elapged the flames were found to havo 
gained great headway from the first floor, 
and the neighborhood was in a panic of 
terror. 

Women and children were being dropped 
from the windows of the lower floors, and 
dozens of grown ,persons were fighting in 
the hallways to reach the open air. 

A policeman clambered to the roof of an 
adjoining building, and by clinging to the 
cornice with the smoke pouring into his 
face reached down to the windows of the 
fifth floor and raised seven children, who 
were handed out by their parents, Another 
officer, winding a coat about his head, en- 
tered the building from below and rolled 
down the stairs on the body of a half- 
suffocated man. Three times the officer 
came back carrying two persons in his 
arms. Then he fell, exhausted. 

Meantime ladders had been run to the top 
of the building and firemen, clambering up, 
rescued at least twenty tenement dwellers 
preparing to jump. Men sought to reach 
the firemen first, but were thrust, back, 
while the women and children were taken 
out. 

One fireman, although badlv burned, took 
seven persons from a single w@dow on the 
fourth floor. When the work of rescue had 
been completed and the flames had been 
under contro! the firemen hurridly searched 
the crowded flat and on the fourth floor 
they found seven dead.

Maine of about 29,000. This is nearly 10,000 less than the Republican 
18M, two years before the free silver blight siruck the Democratic party. 
less than the Republican plurality at the September election in 1900. It 
2000 more than the Republicans gvr cn the “off yéar’’ election two years ago, though 
with the aid of the national committce, and with speakers of national reputation, 
and with “no end of money” they have this year made one of the most thorough 
wide-awake campaigns in that state since the death of Mr. Blaine. 
As Chairman Jones of the Democratic state committee said in the World 
Sunday, “Repeated defeats have so disrupted the Democratic organization in Maine 
that for eight years past no attempt hes been made to keep even the semblance of 
an organization. It is an unorganized force against a trained army.” ° 
It is needless to say that such conditions do not prevail in New York, New 
Jersey, Connecticut. Indiana, Illinois und the-other states where the presidential 
battle will be fought out, and where the result in Maine will stimulate the Demo- 
erats and independents to new effuris. 


THE LORD OF THE BIG STICK. 


“If continued in power,’’.says President Roosevelt, in his ‘letter 
‘“‘we shall continue our foreign policy and our handling of the navy on exactly the 
same lines in the future as in the past.’’ And again: “I should be derelict in my 
duty if I used a false construction of theconstitution as a shield for weakness and 
timidity, or as an excuse for governmental impotence.”’ 

There speaks the natural, unmuzzled Reosevelt, who announced in his Cuban let- 
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ter: 

“Tf a nation shows how to act with decency in industrial and political matters, 
if it keeps order and pays its obligations, then it need fear no interference from the 
United States. Brutal wrongdoing or an impotence which results in a general loosen- 
may finally require intervention by some civilized 
nations, and in the Western Hemisphere the United States cannot ignore their duty: 
but it remains true that our interests and those of our southern neighbors are in real- 
ity identical, All that we ask is that they shall govern themselves well and be pros- 
perous and orderly.” 

The country knows now what to expect, and if it gives the President a mandate 
to swing his “‘big stick’’ over the heads of the world in general, and the Western 
Hemisphere in particular, it will do so with its eyes open. 

Mr. Roosevelt boasts that lis foreign policy.of universal meddling has been “not 
only highly advantageous to the United States, but hardly less advantagoeus to the 
world as a whole.” 

Who authorized him to look after the interests of ‘the world as a whole?’ The 
accidental occupant of the Presidency of the United States, he assumed the functions 
of LORD PROTECTOR OF THE WESTERN HEMISPHERE. Are we to add to that 
the title of GUARDIAN OF THE UNIVERSE? 

No former President ever thought it his duty to regulate the affairs of “the world 
as a whole.”’ No great foreign statesman ever fell under any such obligation. 
marck, Gladstone, Thiers—even Chamberlain—found ample occupation in promoting 
the welfare of their own nations. Washington, whose mind was broad enough to in- 
clude al] humanity in its scope, limited his efforts for mankind to the modest task of 
furnishing an example of pure, efficient Democratic government at home which the 
rest of the world could take as a model. He strenuously opposed the policy of med- 
dling in affairs that did not directly concern us. 

President Roosevelt sees enemies behind every bush. He insista that we shal! 
be unable to protect our citizens if we reduce our regular army. because the heed 
paid to our protests ‘‘will be exactly proportionate to the belief in our ability to 
make these protests effective should the need arise.” 

The clear implication is that national strength and influence are exactly propor- 
tionate to the size of the organized military forces. Therefore Spain, with 111,665 
regular troops and 840,160 trained reserves, must inspire a fraction over five times 
as much respect among foreign governments as is given to the United States, with 
63.697 regulars and 124,515 organized militiamen. 

‘The navy is the most potent guarantee of peace,’ shouts the Président. ‘‘chief- 
ly because it is formidable and ready for use.” Ready for use against whom? Can 
Mr. Roosevelt name a single European power that would be #0 insane as cven to 
think of aggression or war on the United States, its food provider and best cus- 
tomer, while surrounded by armed enemies at home? What possible “use” can we 
have for a great war navy except for jingoism—for carrying out that dictatorship 
over South America outlined in the Cuban letter, and that policy of Asiatic domi- 
nation propounded in the present letter of acceptance?
